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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT

To  His  Excellency,  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh, 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 
Sir: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  of  Coaldale  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operation  of  that 
institution  for  the  two  years  ending  May  31,1916: 

During  this  period  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Board— Mr.  James  Tinley,  Mr.  Vincent  Quinn 
and  Mr.  Andrew  Breslin  having  resigned.  Their  places  were  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Paul  W.  Houck,  Mr.  H.  I.  Silliman  and 
Mr.  I.  M.  Davies.  Since  the  reorganization  of  the  Board,  the 
attendance  at  all  meetings  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  the 
Trustees  have  given  their  time  and  thought  to  the  business  man- 
agement of  the  institution. 

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  of  commending  Dr.  E.  E. 
Shifferstine  for  the  capable  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has 
performed  his  duties  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  and  Superintendent. 
He  has  not  only  maintained  the  high  reputation  of  the  Hospital 
for  surgical  work,  but  also  has  shown  his  business  ability  by 
operatmg  the  Hospital  at  a  decreased  cost  per  patient,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  cost  of  all  supplies  has  increased  during  this 
latter  period.  Every  suggestion  of  the  Board  has  been  faithfully 
and  fully  carried  out,  and  his  high  reputation  as  a  surgeon  has 
caused  an  embarrassing  crowding  of  the  Hospital. 

In  the  previous  report  of  the  Board,  for  the  biennial  period 
ending  May  31,  1914,  attention  was  called  not  only  in  the  report 
of  President  Breslin,  but  in  still  further  detail  in  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent,  to  the  absolute  need  of  increasing  the  facilities  of 
the  Hospital,  and  making  radical  changes  in  the  building  itself, 
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in  order  that  the  original  defects  in  its  constniction  could  be 
remedied,  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  wards  obviated  and 
proper  facilities  given  for  handling  cases  that  should  be  isolated ; 
also  to  supplying  a  pathological  and  clinical  laboratory,  in  order 
that  the  laws  of  the  State  might  be  complied  with,  and  that  the 
institution  could  obtain  the  approval  of  the  State  officials,  so  that 
the  internes  would  be  eligible  for  State  examination. 

The  Board  employed  an  architect  to  draw  up  the  necessary 
plans  and  specifications  and  presented  their  request  to  the  Board 
of  Charities,  who,  while  agreeing  to  the  necessity  of  the  changes 
recommended,  suggested  that  the  amounts  to  be  asked  of  the 
Legislature  be  reduced  to  $50,970  for  maintenance;  $1,119.97  for 
improvements;  $20,880.03  for  kitchen  and  additional  dormitories; 
$28,000  for  a  ward;  $18,000  for  an  operating  room,  obstetrical 
ward  and  isolation  ward;  $2,000  for  corridors,  and  $5,000  for  a 
boiler  house,  making  a  total  for  buildings  and  improvements  of 
$75,000,  or  a  total  appropriation  of  $125,970.  This  was  $100,000 
less  than  the  amount  estimated  by  the  architect  as  being  required 
to  put  the  Hospital  in  condition  to  properly  handle  its  patients. 
All  that  the  Hospital  actually  received,  however,  was  $40,000  for 
maintenance  and  $1,119.97  for  improvements. 

At  the  lowest  possible  per  capita  cost,  the  maintenance  ex- 
penses average  about  $2,200  a  month,  making  the  total  cost  $52,800 
for  the  two  years.  In  addition,  out  of  the  appropriation  received, 
it  was  demanded  that  pathological  and  clinical  laboratories  be 
equipped,  in  order  to  have  the  Hospital  accepted  by  the  State, 
and  enable  the  management  to  obtain  internes.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  has  been  obliged,  therefore,  to  continue  operating  the 
Hospital  with  a  deficit  each  month,  amounting  to  the  difference 
between  the  allowance  given  by  the  State  and  the  actual  expendi- 
tures, and  have  been  unable  to  make  any  improvement  in  the 
unsanitary  conditions. 

The  kitchen  and  laundry  are  located  directly  below  one  of  the 
wards,  so  that  odors  cannot  be  kept  away  from  the  patients;  a 
high  pressure  boiler  room  is  under  the  operating  room,  and  only 
a  small  basement  room  is  available  for  receiving  and  treating 
dispensary  patients,  who  have  to  be  handled  at  the  rate  of  several 
hundred  a  day,  with  no  waiting  room  but  the  bare  corridor,  and 
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with  the  wards  so  crowded  that  it  is  impossible  to  classify  the 
patients  or  to  even  separate  the  women  and  children. 

The  Coaldale  Hospital  is  located  in  the  middle  of  the  Panther 
Creek  Valley,  a  mining  communit}  with  a  population  of  about 
50,000,  where  there  is  no  other  important  industry  but  the  mining 
of  coal.  The  mines  in  this  valley  have  been  in  operation  for  one 
hundred  years  and  with  all  probability  of  continuing  in  operation 
for  one  hundred  years  more. 

The  miners,  recognizing  the  permanency  of  the  work,  have 
built  themselves  homes,  and  on  account  of  the  isolated  location  of 
this  valley,  are  dependent  upon  this  Hospital  for  the  proper 
surgical  attendance,  not  only  to  those  who  are  injured,  but  also  for 
their  wives  and  children.  These  miners  are  financially  unable  to 
make  expensive  trips  to  Philadelphia  or  other  centers  when  sur- 
gical attendance  and  hospital  treatment  is  needed. 

There  is,  therefore,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  an  absolute 
need  for  a  properly  equipped  hospital,  with  ample  facilities,  run  by 
the  State,  in  the  midst  of  this  community,  which  is  altogether 
dependent  on  the  hospital  facilities  furnished  them  at  this 
institution. 

The  value  of  this  Hospital  is  shown  by  the  constantly  increas- 
ing number  of  patients.  While  the  institution  was  built  originally 
to  accommodate  thirty  patients,  it  is  now  housing  an  average  cf 
over  fifty,  and  has  had  as  many  as  seventy-one  in  its  wards. 

This  number  does  not  consist  of  a  majority  of  men  injured  in 
the  mines  and  on  the  railroads,  but  a  large  proportion  is  women 
and  children.  The  work  done  amongst  these  classes  by  Dr. 
Shifferstine  and  his  assistants  has  been  of  inestimable  benefit  to 
the  poorer  families  of  this  valley. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Board  that  the  State  should  appro- 
priate at  least  $175,000  for  buildings  and  improvements  to  put 
this  Hospital  in  proper  operating  condition,  and  the  most  search- 
ing investigation  of  not  only  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  but 
of  all  its  needs  and  requirements  is  solicited,  feeling,  as  we  do  most 
strongly,  that  if  such  an  investigation  is  made,  no  objection  could 
be  found  to  the  necessary  appropriation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 
AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen  :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  herewith 
my  third  biennial  report  for  the  two  fiscal  years  ending  May  31, 
1916. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  per  capita  cost  which  is  con- 
siderably less  than  for  the  preceding  two  years,  although  the 
total  amount  of  the  bills  has  increased.  This  low  cost  is  due 
to  a  greater  number  of  patients  treated.  The  continued  advance 
of  supplies  and  wages  of  employees  indicates  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  patients  during  the  next  two  years  may  exceed 
25  per  cent.  This  could  be  considerably  minimized  if  we  had 
adequate  storage  facilities  so  that  we  might  buy  in  larger  quanti- 
ties and  consequently  at  lower  prices. 

The  most  serious  problems  with  which  we  have  to  deal  is 
the  overcrowding  of  the  wards  which  has  often  exceeded  100 
per  cent.  Several  years  ago  the  Board,  realizing  the  limited 
capacity  of  the  Hospital  and  the  increasing  demands  made  upon 
it,  limited  the  class  of  patients  other  than  those  injured  as  follows : 

(1)  Surgery  following  injuries; 

(2)  Acute  surgery  (appendicitis,  hernia); 

(3)  Acute  diseases  (typhoid,  pneumonia). 

Even  this  gave  only  temporary  relief,  as  applications  for 
admission  for  ailments  of  a  general  character  have  been  daily 
refused.  The  people  of  the  vicinity  have  objected  to  this  arrange- 
ment, as  it  excludes  many  who  need  medical  attention  and  are 
unable  to  pay  for  it  at  home. 

Provision  should  be  made  for  a  ward  in  which  to  treat  burned 
men,  also  one  for  women  and  another  for  children.  The  former 
are  now  being  treated  in  the  general  wards  with  typhoids  and 
other  acute  diseases.  Women  and  children  are  still  being  treated 
in  the  same  ward. 
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I  also  wish  to  again  caU  attention  to  the  half-story  rooms 
occupied  by  the  nurses  and  domestics  which  are  located  directly 
under  a  slate  roof  and  over  the  wards.  During  the  summer 
months  the  heat  in  them  is  unbearable  and  during  the  winter 
they  are  hard  to  heat.  They  have  no  recreation  rooms  where 
they  can  rest  while  off  duty.  I  ask  for  them  suitable  living 
quarters,  as  in  the  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  retain  help  or 
promote  efficiency. 

Isolation  rooms  in  which  to  care  for  patients  suffering  from 
communicable  diseases  should  be  provided.  While  we  are  always 
careful  not  to  admit  them,  it  often  happens,  especially  in  the 
children's  ward,  that  these  diseases  appear  so  that  we  are  com- 
pelled to  isolate  the  entire  ward  and  fumigate  the  best  way  we  can. 

If  private  rooms,  which  are  being  daily  refused,  could  be 
provided  they  would  be  a  source  of  considerable  income. 

Physicians  in  the  valley  have  made  repeated  requests  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  care  of  obstetrical  cases  of  poor  families. 

The  kitchen  is  located  in  the  cellar  and  is  too  small.  Storage 
is  limited  to  a  medium-sized  butcher's  refrigerator.  The  kitchen 
must  also  be  used  as  a  dining  room  for  the  servants. 

The  boilers  are  located  immediately  under  the  wards,  which, 
on  account  of  dust,  smoke,  the  dangers  from  explosion  and  fires, 
should  be  removed  to  a  separate  building. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  two  years  ago  did  all  in  its  power  to 
give  relief  by  applying  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  erect 
additional  buildings,  but  the  Governor  found  it  necessary,  on 
account  of  insufficient  funds,  to  cut  the  appropriation.  This, 
however,  should  not  dissuade  you  from  again  applying  to  the 
next  Legislature  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  erect  the 
additional  wards  and  thus  place  within  reach  of  the  sick  and 
injured  of  this  locality  the  best  that  can  be  had  for  their  care 
and  comfort. 

Extensive  repairs  are  needed  inside  and  outside  the  building. 
The  wear  and  tear  has  been  great.  It  should  be  painted  and  the 
floors  replaced.  The  furniture,  too,  is  showing  the  effects  of 
hard  usage.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  can  be  attended  to  during 
the  next  year,  as  each  day's  usage  increases  the  cost. 

The  question  of  providing  an  ambulance  should  have  your 
careful  consideration. 
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There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
treated  in  the  Dispensary.  The  number  admitted  was  2,751 
and  return  visits,  16,385,  making  a  total  of  19,136,  or  an  average 
of  52.28  treated  every  day  in  the  year.  The  majority  of  these 
were  minor  surgical  cases.  When  application  was  made  for 
medical  treatment  the  greatest  care  was  taken  to  treat  only  those 
whom  we  were  reasonably  sure  needed  hospital  attention.  The 
balance,  including  those  who  were  able  to  pay,  were  examined 
and  referred  to  their  family  physician.  Medicines  were  rarely 
supplied. 

The  reports  of  Head  Nurse  and  the  Roentgenologist  are  here- 
with appended. 

Mr.  Bromley  Wharton,  General  Agent  and  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities,  made  regular  visits  to  the  Hospital 
and  was  impressed  with  its  needs  and  overcrowded  condition. 

The  accounts  of  the  Hospital  have  been  regularly  audited  by 
representatives  of  the  Auditor  General's  Department  and  have 
always  been  found  correct. 

Due  acknowledgment  was  made  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  donation  of  $84.64  made  by  the  Lutheran,  Methodist  and 
Baptist  Churches  of  Nesquehoning  which  was  most  acceptable. 

My  thanks  are  due  the  clergymen  who  always  respond  promptly 
when  called  to  cheer  and  minister  to  the  afflicted. 

We  have  received  copies  of  the  following  newspapers.  These 
are  always  eagerly  looked  for  by  the  patients.  I  wish  to  thank 
the  editors  for  them:  Pottsville  Journal,  Reading  Eagle,  Mauch 
Chunk  Daily  News,  Coaldale  Observer,  Toilers'  Defense,  Lansford 
Record,  The  Truth  (Russian),  The  Light  (Russian),  The  Trades 
Union  News. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees  for  their  kindness 
to  me  at  all  times.  Their  advice  which  was  often  sought  was 
most  helpful  and  encouraging.  I  hope  that  this  spirit  of  co- 
operation and  friendship  will  continue  so  that  the  recipients  of 
charity  may  receive  all  that  is  essential  for  their  comfort  and 
restoration  to  health.

If  not  desirous  of  becoming  a  candidate 
kindly  return  blank  at  once. 
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Information  for  Applicants. 
The  Training  School  for  Nurses  of  the  State  Hospital  of  Coal- 
dale,  Penna.,  will  give  a  two  arid  one-half  year  course  to  women 
desirous  of  becoming  professional  nurses.  Those  wishing  to 
enter  training  must  apply  personally  or  by  letter  to  the  Directress 
of  Nurses  of  the  Hospital,  who  will  furnish  all  necessary  informa- 
tion. 

The  letter  of  application  must  be  accompanied  by  a  physician's 
certificate  of  sound  health  and  unimpaired  faculties  and  three 
certificates  of  good  character,  and  name  and  address  of  two 
prominent  citizens  of  the  town  in  which  applicant  lives. 

Applicants  must  be  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty 
years,  of  good,  sound  health,  including  average  height  and  phy- 
sique. They  must  be  able  to  read  aloud  well;  to  write  legibly 
and  accurately  from  dictation;  to  understand  arithmetic  as  far 
as  fractions  and  percentage,  and  to  take  notes  at  lectures.  This 
amount  of  education  is  indispensable,  but  women  of  superior 
education  are  preferred. 

Candidates  if  approved  will  be  received  on  probation  for  two 
months,  and  if  accepted  will  join  the  school  after  signing  an  agree- 
ment to  conform  to  all  Rules  and  Regulations  and  complete  the 
prescribed  course. 

The  right  is  reserved  to  dismiss  any  pupil  from  the  Training 
School  at  any  time  dming  the  course  for  inefficiency,  misconduct 
or  any  unsatisfactory  record  or  any  other  reason  which  may 
be  deemed  sufficient  by  the  Hospital  authorities. 

Pupils  will  be  employed  on  day  and  night  duty  in  the  wards, 
operating  room  or  any  other  department  of  the  Hospital  to  which 
they  may  be  assigned. 

They  will  be  on  duty  from  6.30  A.  M.  to  6.30  P.  M.  Ample 
time  will  be  allowed  them  each  day  for  meals,  recreation  and 
study.  In  addition  they  will  be  allowed  an  afternoon  each  week 
until  10  P.  M.  and  five  (5)  hours  each  Sunday.  A  vacation  of 
two  weeks  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  first  and  second  years. 

Board,  laundry  and  lodging,  also  a  monthly  allowance  of 
$8  per  month,  will  be  given  each  pupil  for  the  first  year,  and  for 
the  second  year  an  increase  of  $2  per  month  will  be  added. 
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This  allowance  is  not  given  in  payment  for  services  rendered, 
but  is  given  for  the  purchase  of  the  required  uniform,  textbooks 
and  sundries. 

In  sickness  the  pupil  will  be  given  all  medical  or  surgical  care 
required,  but  the  time  lost  must  be  made  up. 

The  course  will  cover  pratical  and  theoretical  instruction  in 
the  nursing  of  medical,  surgical  and  gynecological  cases,  massage, 
electricity,  dietetics,  first  aid  and  fire  drill. 

Examinations  will  be  held  at  stated  intervals  and  all  pupils 
must  make  an  average  of  75  per  cent,  in  all  studies  in  order  to 
receive  the  diploma  and  pin  of  the  Hospital  Training  School.

From  June  1,  1914,  to  June  1,  1915 
During  the  past  year  there  were  688  patients  treated  in  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital;  2,194  were  treated  in  the  dispensary,  making  a  total  of 
2,882. 

The  aggregate  number  of  days  patients  were  treated  in  the  Hospital 
were  16,973,  or  an  average  of  25  days  for  each  patient. 

The  number  of  visits  of  out-patients  to  the  dispensary  was  14,339. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  during  the  year,  excluding  those  who  died 
within  twenty-four  hours,  or  never  regained  consciousness  after  their 
admission,  was  4  and  7-100  per  cent. 

Tables  of  Superintendent's  Report  show  that  the  daily  average  num- 
ber of  patients  was  46. 

The  average  cost  of  sustenance  for  each  patient  was  $1.48,  and  the 
gross  cost  $1.63,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table:
